A very. ste portion of the eine ie 
ly poultry on the Imarkets’ has a 
had the “blood completely removed. 
This. is. shown by. fed: dots which fre- 
quently occur when‘ the feathers have 
beer removed, ° especially over. — the 
thighs and the wings; or by the smali 
veins which are secniover the breast 
and in the angles of the wings, the 
larger veins which ‘mar the appearan- 


ce of the neck. Generally it is ‘the 
neck which shows : most plainly = the 
presence of blood inthe fowl, o7 that 


a wrong method has-been used in cut- 
ting the blood vessels. The neck is 
the first part to “discolor, ‘oecoming 
irst red or purple, and finally green 
aiter a few days or a week.  Oiten 
there are discolored® “areas on the sides 
of the neck close to. the head which 
look like bruises. These are common- 


ly caused by the killer holding the 
neck of the bird when cutting the 
veins, and thoreby, preventing ti 
blood from escaping. Not only ure 


the results of bad® bleeding observod 
in certain parts of:the body, but. the 
clear, bright color of .the -. flesh *-for 
which cvery poultry: "dresser tries is 
never at its best unless the blood has 
been completely drained out. 

Aside from the appearance of badly 
bled birds their .keeping properties 
are very inferior. The flesh loses. its 
firmness sooner; its flavor is not .so 
good; the odor. of stale flesh, and fin- 
ally of putrefaction, comes. sooner. 
In every way. the product is more per: 
ishable.: 

When. the feathers aro removed 
scalding: the bird may be killed 
bleeding alone, and in that case 
cuts aré made to sever the veins. 
less: the larger veins: are reached, 
bleeding will be the’ result. On the 
other hand if dry *picking is to). be 
practised there must be a cutting of 
the veins and also!a piercing of the 
brain to paralyze tho feather muscles. 

Tho sticking of the brain is some: 
times performed by .running the knife 
under the eyé at such an angle that 
its point will touch the skull midway 
between the cyes and a little behind 
them;-or the praining is accomplished 
‘py placing the. knife about half way 
down the grove in the chickens mouth 
and then thrusting it up until — the 
knife reaches the top‘of the sull, The 
knife should touch ‘that part of. the 
inside of the skull which’ lies about 
midway between thb cyes. The point 
of the knife shold then be moved 
backward and forward a little, so 
that enough brain tissue may be © de- 
atroyed to..paralyze the bird, yet not 
enough to kill it instantly.

A CANADIAN EGYPTOLOGIST. 


Found Phnraoh’s Tee tapcriant Die 
covery by & Teronto-Fxplorer. 

ily, C, T. Currelley, M.A., of Tor 
onto, assistant on the Egyptian Ex. 
ploration ‘Fund ‘staff, had. recently 
the good fortune. to discover the 
tomb of Aahames, first King of the 
elghtcenth dynasty,- the Pharaoh of 
the Bible, who ‘‘knew not Joseph,’’ 
and under whom the oppression of 
the Hebrews commenced. ‘This tomb 
had been searched for for some years 
without success, and its discovery is 
on that account even more gratify- 
ing than it would otherwise be. The 
tomb is described as ono of the larg. 
ost known, the entry being by a 


shaft or well sunk in the rock of the [ 


desert gnd fo'ty-five feet in diamet- 
er. At the bottom of this is e 
Syuare chamber, which no doubt op- 
ens into various passages and cham- 
bers, ag is usual in such tombs. 
The mummy of Aahames hag al- 
ready been discovernd;--having — been 
removed from the tomb to a’ safer 
place during somo turbulent period. 
The chief valuo of 'the discovery, 
howover, will be in the historical 
material contained in the inscrip- 
tions with which the walls of such 
tombs are decorated, and which may 
perhaps throw light upon some im: 
portant matters ‘of sacred history. 
Mr. Currelley left Egypt at the 
end of March to spend, four months 
working on the pre-Mycenacan de 
posits .of Crete under ‘the British 
Sehool of Archaeology.” In addition 
to the valuable Collection presented 


by the Egypt Exploration Fund to’ 


Victoria University last autumn, Mr. 
Currelley .expects” to ship further 
archacological materials before leav- 
ing Egypt. -“The’ work of establish 
ing a branch of the Egypt Explora- 
tion Fund in Toronto has been un 
dertaken by the Chancellor of Vic 
torja University,
